In ifarch, the North Korean authoritles were trying to control the Local jomuse 
tion through various goverment agencies and. also to attract their support, in 
the following ways: 


a. People's commit tees ¢ suided and aided farmers in their spring sowing, along 
with their work of investigating the populece and the war refugecs. 


b. Liembers of the police, venocratic Youth League, and local. self-defense coros 
strengthened their cuard over areas of military imporfance, using patrols 
in groups of three to five nen. 


C. Members of the warmers! Alliance tried to aid local rarmers in their sorring, 
especially to encourage then to plant barley and potatoes. 


d. Wonen's federation branches mobilized wonen and organized them into local 
units for political indoctrination. Plays were one of the commonest forms 
of provazanda. 


c. The Military Mobilization Devartment under each county and Byron people's 
comittce was changed to the Replacement Departnent. Te nilitary versonnel 

fornerly assizned te these offices mostly stayed on with new titles. ‘The 
departoents were charged with investigating youth who tried to evade military 
service and those who mui gut Support the South Korean regime. ‘The desartments

renained in the north. The people were told that food wovld soon be imported 
from China, being delayed only by lack of sransportation vceilitiess 24,500 bacs 
of rice and 3,500 meters (approximately 11,450 Peet) of cotton cloth were ready 
for slipuent to Korea. . 


The audience at the meeting were informed that North Korean policy was to arrest 
and try in a people's court those persons who hac oretended to suppert Commuiisn 
while actually remaining sympathetic to South korea. Zhe trials would begin 
with public questioning, then be turned over to the Kinistry of Svate, Security for

Approxinately 60 prisoners or criminals held in the detention qQuarterg of the 
Ongjin State Security office were moved to Cheeryong (125-57, 35-2h) police sta- 
tion under guard by three State Security personnel. 


On 13 April, under the pretext that they wore bein moved to safer places, the 
population wae being forced by the authorities to nove to the rear, ‘This move 
was recognized as a means of preventing departure of the peovle to the south, 
Among those affected, the refugees at Mahap (124-50, 37<55) Island were suffering 
éf a cherkage of Pood aml were haying divvicuities in camplying with the movenent 
During April, typhus, small-pox, and measles were wide-spresd throughout Ihvanghae. 
The percentage o* persons infected with these diseases wag high, particularly 
among the refugees, who vere suffering from nalmutrition. lo measures were ape 
parently being taken by the North Korean authorities to curb the epidenic. 
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
